The Committee on Oversight and Government Reform is conducting an investigation of 
the Internal Revenue Service's politicization of the tax exempt application review process. 
Beginning in 2010, the IRS selectively targeted conservative groups, including Tea Party 
organizations, applying for tax-exempt status. The Treasury Inspector General for Tax 
Administration's May 14, 2013, report cites several improper actions conducted by the IRS, 
including the targeting of certain groups, the delay of tax exempt applications, and the request of 
unnecessary information. It appears that a number of IRS employees played key roles in 
carrying out the improper scrutiny imposed on groups applying for tax exempt status. 

To further the Committee's understanding of the IRS's targeting of conservative and Tea 
Party groups for additional and unusual scrutiny, we request that you initially make the listed 
IRS staff available for transcribed interviews by Committee staff beginning May 20, 2013:
